Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The European Search Report has been deleted from the IDS as it is not a proper 
published document. However, it has been considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 

the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 6, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Irion et al. (DE1 9838885). 

Re claims 1, 6 and 10 Irion et al. disclose an electro-mechanical braking control 
device comprising an electro-mechanical brake for electrically generating a braking 
force response to a stroking force or stroking speed a braking pedal, braking operation 
signal, and parking brake mechanism for maintaining braking force when power not 
supplied to said electro-mechanical brake a control signal thereto turned off, wherein 
when the braking pedal stroked or the braking operation signal is detected, said 
parking- brake mechanism controlled so that braking force may be maintained by said 
electro-mechanical brake. 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4, 5, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Irion et al. as applied above in view of Heichel (DE1 9901 581). 

Re claims 4, 5, 8, and 9, Irion et al. do not teach wherein when it is detected that 
a power supply switch or an ignition key switch of a vehicle is turned off, and the braking 
pedal is not stepped on or a braking operation is not performed in accordance with the 
braking operation signal, and, when an engine speed is larger than a predetermined 
value and a transmission is connected, said parking-brake mechanism is activated to 
cancel the braking force by said electro-mechanical brake. Heichel teaches wherein 
when it is detected that a power supply switch or an ignition key switch of a vehicle is 
turned off, and the braking pedal is not stepped on or a braking operation is not 
performed in accordance with the braking operation signal, and, when an engine speed 
is larger than a predetermined value and a transmission is connected, said parking- 
brake mechanism is activated to cancel the braking force by said electro-mechanical 
brake. (See Abstract) It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have combined the teachings of Heichel with the 
apparatus of Irion et al. in order to provide a parking braking function in the 
electromechanical brake. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 3, 7, and 1 1-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Zechmann et al. '675, Zechmann et al. '984, Weiberle et al., Keller and Balz et al. 
teach electromechanical parking brakes.
